IN  1932  the  enviable  reputation  of  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College  with 
reference  lo  the  calibre  of  the  men  who  go  out  from  that  Institution  to 
engage  in  battle  for  honours  in  judging  competitions  was  again  upheld.  For 
over  thirty  years  the  College  has  sent  out  representatives  to  meet  the  pick  of 
live  stock  judges  from  the  student  bodies  of  practically  all  of  the  Agricultural 
Institutions  on  the  North  American  Continent.  While  some  teams  have 
enjoyed  a  greater  measure  of  success  than  have  others,  possibly  some  have 
had  stronger  opposition  than  others,  but  in  each  and  every  case  they  all  have 
given  of  their  best.  The  boys  who  went  forth  from  Class  '33  were  indeed  no 
exception.  In  fairness  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  judging  competition 
of  today  is  keener  than  that  of  yesterday.  Coaches  of  teams  are  in  a  position 
to  benefit  by  the  experience  of  the  work  of  other  years,  and  so  it  continues  to 
become  more  difficult  for  boys  to  win  or  even  get  a  high  rank.  To  rank  high  in 
the  judging  competition  at  the  National  Dairy  Show  or  Congress,  the  Inter- 
national Live  Stock  Exposition,  or  in  the  Meat  Judging  Contest  at  the  latter 
Show  is  not  just  a  spectacular  accomplishment,  but  is  rather  a  most  reliable 
indication  of  ability. 

As  already  stated,  the  1932  teams  from  the  Ontario  Agrictultural  College 
upheld  the  honour,  dignity  and  reputation  of  the  Institution.  At  the  Dairy 
Cattle  Congress  held  at  Waterloo,  Iowa,  Ontario  stood  second  out  of  fifteen 
teams,  just  four  points  below  Iowa  —  the  winning  team.  Jerry  Walker  was 
second  man  in  the  contest,  being  only  seven  points  below  the  high  man. 
Harry  Seymour  tied  for  fifth  place,  and  Jack  Pawley  was  just  outside  the

e  Stock  Judging  Competition,  where  there  were 
twenty  teams  entered,  the  Ontario  boys  stood  fourth,  being  sixty-five  points 
below  the  high  team,  which  this  year  was  Ohio.  They  were  eighth  in  beef 
cattle,  second  in  horses,  eighth  in  hogs,  and  second  in  sheep.  This  team 
rating,  however,  is  not  an  accurate  indication  of  their  judging  ability,  since 
the  spread  in  points  between  the  high  team  and  the  second  or  the  eighth,  as  the 
case  may  be,  was  a  comparatively  few  points.  In  no  class  of  live  stock  did 
they  make  less  than  1,067  points  out  of  a  possible  1,250.  As  a  team  they 
scored  4,533  points,  or  90.67p,  the  highest  standing  that  has  ever  been  made  by 
the  representatives  of  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College  in  all  the  years  that 
0.  A.  C.  teams  have  been  engaging  in  that  contest.  In  the  day's  work  they  had 
only  two  bad  placings  out  of  sixty,  which  should  be  all  that  is  necessary  by  way 
of  suggestion  as  to  the  ability  and  soundness  of  judgment  of  these  men.  Jimmy 
Culien  was  fourth  man  in  the  contest  with  940  points  out  of  a  possible  1,000. 
By  classes  of  stock  Culien  stood  fourth  in  .sheep  and  sixth  in  cattle,  while 
Seymour  stood  sixth  in  horses.  We  are  proud  of  the  accomplishments  of 
these  men  at  Chicago. 

In  the  Meat  Judging  Contest  Ontario  ranked  seventh  out  of  nine  teams 
with  a  score  of  2,141  points,  while  the  high  team,  which  was  Ohio,  had  2,334 
points.  In  the  different  classes  of  meat  Al  Pinkney  was  third  and  Culien 
fifth  in  pork.  As  a  team,  Ontario  was  fourth  in  pork,  seventh  in  beef,  and 
eighth  in  mutton. 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  facts  which  speak  for  themselves  require  no 
substantiation.  A  survey  of  the  achievements  of  (he  judging  teams  that  re- 
presented the  Institution  in  1932  should  surely  merit  the  appreciation  and 
well  earned  congratulations  of  all  who  are  concerned  with  the  welfare  and 
progress  of  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College.

The  Year  with  the  Pliilharmonio 


THE  Philharmonic  Society  has  two  major  functions.  The  ficst  is  to  discover 
and  develop  latent  talent,  both  musical  and  dramatic,  in  the  members  of 
the  student  body.  The  second  is  to  present  worthwhile  productions  for  the 
entertainment  of  our  students  and  of  the  people  of  Guelph;  the  plays  selected 
being  such  as  are  known  and  appreciated  the  world  over.  The  success  or 
failure  of  the  society  rests  upon  the  degree  of  its  fulfilment  of  these  functions. 
Last  season  ( 1931-32 )  cannot  be  recorded  as  a  generally  successful  one  for  the 
society.  Some  of  the  productions,  "The  Green  Goddess"  for  example,  did  not 
lend  themselves  readily  to  amateur  presentation  under  Memorial  Hall  con- 
ditions. A  cast  of  sufficient  ability  to  do  justice  to  this  piece  was  not  forth- 
coming and  the  production  as  a  whole  did  not  receive  the  careful  preparation 
which  it  might  otherwise  have  warranted.  "Trial  by  Jury"  was  admirably 
performed  and  suitable  in  every  way,  but  it  is  doubtful  whether  it  was  justi- 
fiably classed  as  one  of  the  major  productions  of  the  year. 

This  season  has  brought  a  reaction  and  a  subsequent  revival,  as  a  result 
of  which  the  general  standard  of  the  three  major  productions  has  not  been 
surpassed  in  recent  years.  "She  Stoops  to  Conquer,"  the  first  play  of  the 
season,  appealed  to  the  student  audience  by  virtue  of  the  novelty  for  perhaps 
the  antiquity)  of  its  comedy.  The  players  were  mtII  chosen  and  the  produc- 
tion carefully  coached  and  finished.  Moreover,  the  play  was  worth  seeing 
because  it  is  a  classical  masterpiece. 


The  presentation  of  "St.  Joan"  was  an  interesting  experiment  and  one  in 
which  Chance  was  singularly  favourable  with  her  good  fortune.  The  staging 
was  simple  and  effective,  the  leading  roles  well  studied  and  the  whole  produc- 
tion characterized  by  careful  attention  to  detail  which  fully  merited  the 
"degree  of  success  far  in  excess  of  what  might  have  been  expected  in  this,  the 
most  ambitious  production  of  recent  years."  At  the  time  of  going  to  the  press 
we  look  forward  (with  the  eager  expectation  characteristic  of  dramatic  critics) 
to  "H.  M.  S.  Pinafore."  the  crowning  show  of  the  season. 

Unusual  activity  has  been  manifested  this  year  in  the  various  other  branches 
of  the  society.  The  Glee  Club  is  now  an  established  and  flourishing  institution 
in  the  life  of  the  0.  A.  C.  Besides  presenting  vocal  numbers  at  Literary  and 
other  meetings,  the  club  has  provided  the  choir  for  the  College  Chapel  Services 
in  Memorial  Hall  and  most  of  the  leads  and  chorus  for  the  operetta.  The 
club  has  increased  its  membership  and  the  enthusiasm  and  quality  of  its 
production  under  the  constructive  leadership  of  a  qualified  conductor.  The 
College  Orchestra,  too,  has  had  a  most  successful  season.  It  can  boast  a 
greater  variety  in  its  selections  as  well  as  an  increase  in  ihe  number  of  players, 
The  orchestra  is  in  demand  at  most  public  assemblies  and  has  provided  in  its 
interlude,  a  desirable  additional  feature  to  the  productions  of  the  Dramatic 
Club.  This  year  the  0.  A.  C.  Philharmonic  Society  may  be  said  to  have 
accomplished  its  aim  by  the  fulfilment  of  its  function.
